That They Can Bring About Silver 


Coinage in ftii luili- 


reet Way. 


WASHING TON, February 13.—An ofd 


law has been discovered upon the statute 
hooka by free silver m?n. vhich they de- 
ciare gives them great hope that they 
can bring about the coinage of silver in 
an indirect way. The law waa passed 
in 1S57 and ia eection 3567 of the revised 
statutes. It is as follows: 


The pieces commonly known us the 


quarter, eighth and flixiecuth of the 
Spanish dollar and of the Mexican dol- 
lars,shall be receivable at the treasury 
of the United States and its several 
offices and its landoffices at the rate of 
valuation following: 


The fourth of a dollar, or two reals, at 


20 cents; the eighth of a dollar, or one 
real, at lOcents; the sixteenth of a dol- 
lar, or half real, at 5 cents. 
The uec- 


tiun following provides that tbe coins 
shall not be reissued in the treasury, 
but shall be diverted into coin. The 
law haa never been repealed, and silver 
men in congress assert that it is possible 
to send the metal to Mexico for coinage 
and reimporting it into the United 
States. They assert that the validity of 
the law is being considered.

"The sentiments or preferences of

This is a 
large country, but it appears that it ia 
not so hrge that a handful of men of 
Wall etreuet or'Lombard street cannot 
dictate financial conditions to it. The 
nation needs enlarging, not in acres or 
in population, but in manhood.

The proposed work calla for an ex 


penditure of public funds which will be 
generally endorsed, ths only guarantee 
deaired by the taxpayers being tbat the 
work shall be well done and at reason- 
able prices. It is a well known fact tbat 
a former estimate on this work left a 
margin of some $25,000 eicessive profit 
for somebody. Any attempt at jobbery 
of this kiud would be resibted at this 
time to the full extent of tbe law. Tbe 
work can be done more cheaply now 
than it could at any time in the past, 
and the taxpayers will aeo to it that it 
is eo done.

It is easy enough to leara to ride a bi- 


cycle if you only know how, aad if U ia 
gentle and well trained, but SOIUB are 
not that way. Yesterday I cot one 
with a beautiful gold tire and good 
teeth, took an expert wheelman with 
me to show me how, and went out to 
ride it. 
The day was just cloudy 


enough to be pleasant for riding, and I 
felt better than 1 do now. It is pasy 
enough to mount a wheel. You select a 
place that is soft, put your foot on a 
(lingua on the side of the wheel and fall 
over it. In doing this yon should be 
careful to let the machine, when it 
comes down, land on the softest part of 
vour cheek, so ttie spokes will not 
break. A good many people npglec.t 
tbis. and thereby ruin Rood wheels. 
After you have learned to ride a rod all 
you have to do is to keep right on and 
you can ride a mile. I*o not keep on, 
however, after the wheel stops, as to do 
so frequently results in illegal language. 
Select either the road or the sidewalk 
for your course, but do not take bntti at 
once. A departure from this rule em- 
barassed me a good deal. I found a 
place where the road was widest, and 
atarted. Pretty eoon the wheel con- 
cluded to CO on the walk, and I went 
along because I could not bear that the tie 
between us should he broken. A beau- 
tiful young lady waa uoming down tlie 
walk just then, und I urged her fur the 
pake of her own reputation to give me 
room. She haughtily asked niB which 
side I wanted, and when I pleadinj-ly 
responded,'"Both," she started 10 run. 
It was too late. All seems mixed as I 
try to recall that ficene now. All I re- 
member iu that she cauld not ride the 
front wheel while I rode the back one, 
and when she sat down on me I said 
"ouch 1" It was only uy prompt appli- 
cation of the bicycle air-pump that 1 was 
saved, and pieces of her skirt and Turk- 
ish trousers and eoibroidery and bric-a- 
brac still cling to the wheel. She says 
abe will never forgive me, yet was I to 
blame? It was the wheel, and it was 
sold with a guarantee that it was gentle.

HERSDON DITCH LKV££ BKEAKS 


Lively anu Anxious Ni 


\Vateh Alone a Line of 


Six Miles. 


About 11 a.m. yesterday morning a 


eport reached thh city that Mill ditch 
r.nl broken ita kinka near the Foray th 
•ineyanl and that a flooding of the town 
vas inevitable. 


A RKmu-iuAN reporter who rale out 


o eize up the bitir.Uiou found that there 
md been a mistake as to the source of 
.he water which had invaded the vine- 
,-urd and that the south bank of Mill 
ditch was practically intat-t through ita 
:utire length. There had, been a very 
lard struggle, however, to prevent the 
•aging waters from carrying away the 
•jftiika in a score of places, and ou the 
lorth side several bad breaks had oc- 
curred. At 8 o'clock in the afternoon 
lie waters were falling rapidly .nd any 
inntediate danger of a flood was averted. 


The first indications of the impending 


trouble were found immediately beyond 
the Esmeralila vineyard nearly duo north 
of the city, at a distance of about two 
milee. Here Mill diich is crossed by a 
small wooden bridge. The waters were 
baining along flush with tho timbers of 
;he bridge and the roadway on the other 
aide was covered with water running 
westward like a mill-race. Oh crossing 
tho bridge the horse plunged into the 
water well above the knees, the force of 
the torrent having rapidly scooped out 


•eat holes in the road, which could not 


„,) seen since two feet of seething 
water covered them. With some diffi- 
culty the dry land was reached, and 
;hen another torrent was seen to the 
north. 


The ranch of George Helm was almost 


an island. Herndonditch had broken its 
banks at 10 o'clock the same morning, 
and the waters were pouring through a 
gap tlfty feet wide extending to Hie very 
bed of the ditch. The vineyard below 
waa flooded three feet deep, and huu- 
dreda of vines were washed out by the 
Etream that surged across the Helm 
ranch toward Mill ditch. Half a mile 
lower down toward Gould ranch quite a 
large area of country was under water 
on both sides of the ditch. Furthei 
north, about four miles, tho waters of 
Dry creek bad overflowed the banks, 
spreading over hundreds of acres o 
land. 
Tho point at which the Herndon ditch 


broke waa exactly midway between the 
Helm ranrh and the Kohler winery 
Tho ditch leaves the Mill ditch nearly 
at a right angle, and after the break oc 
curred the waters sank three feet within 
half an hour. The probability ia tha 
the breaking of the levee on the Hern 
don ditch, and the email breaks on the 
north eide of tho Mill ditch, saved 
Fresno from being floaded, for if any o 
these breaks had occuired on the soutl 
aide of the ditch nothing could havt 
prevented the wiiter from reachin] 
town. 
At the "drop," a mile east of th 


Helm ranch on the Hue of Mill ditch 
the waters were pouring: through like a 
miniature Niagara, and ft force of men 
waa kepi at work inceaaa tly removing 
hird reading and final passage. An t|ie ,jr;{t wood wuieh, by obstructing th

OVERDRAWN SALARIES. 


Probably an Unintentional Viola- 


tion of Law. 


A discovery has betm made by some 


of the now county officials of what they 
believe haa been an unintentional viola- 
tion of law, in the matter of drawing 
salaries, dating buck aeveral years. It 
consists in drawing about one week's 
pay too much by each official for each 
term.
